Iw our article on the production of the successful Comedy of Mar- 
riage, we stated our opinion that it only required judicious curtailment, 
of which its construction would advantageously admit, to secure it a long 
run. The result justifies our prediction. Since the first night it has 
undergone cnnsiderable curtailment, which, wherever applied, has been 
done with so much tact, that although the Comedy is now concluded be- 
fore ten, (instead of concluding, as on the first night, at half-past eleven, ) 
nothing has been omitted necessary to a clear developement of the plot. 
An alteration in the cast has been rendered indispensable by the tem- 
porary absence of Mr. Wallack, whose part of Sir Henry Vivid was 
assumed almost at a minute’s notice ‘by the talented lessee ; his character 
of Drouk being undertaken by Mr. F. Webster. This disarrangement 
we need scarcely say must be prejudicial to the author, and forces upon 
us the expression of our deep regret that the welfare of both manage- 
ment and author should be affected, or, at all events, jeopardised, by the 
pecuniary affairs of any actor, however talented, more especially when we 
reflect that £1200 a year ought to be amply sufficient to ensure a regular 
performance of professional duties. This change of characters, however, 
has served still further to convince the public of the versatility of Mr. 
Webster’s abilities, and has also been the means of bringing forward Mr. 
F. Webster more prominently than hitherto, whose personation‘of Drouwk, 
is characterized by judgment and discrimination. Miss Maywood’s 
charming delivery of the gentle rebukes to her jealous husband, Mr. 
Doubtful, shews her to possess real feeling ; and she has been taught in 
‘the right school of elocution. The unqualified praise we bestowed onMrs. 
E. Yarnold in our former criticism has been fully borne out by the unani- 
mous voice of the public.

THE Concert de Société was excellently well attended on Saturday 
evening. The selection was an admirable one. The beautiful solos from 
I Puritani were, as usual, enthusiastically applauded. Miss Day’s entr’

lightful.
